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Farm owner finds loophole 
to fight £1,000 council bill

A FAMILY farm hopes to 
escape a crippling bill for 
displaying its animals after 
discovering that the site 
could be exempt from 
charges. 

Fancys Family Farm 
Community Interest Com¬ 
pany on Portland had been 
horrified at the prospect of 
paying up to £1,000 for 
publicly displaying its 


wallabies, tortoises and a 
parrot which are all rescue 
animals. 

Owner Su Illsley said: 
“Weymouth and Portland 
council approached us and 
said that if we wanted to 
continue to publicly dis¬ 
play those animals then we 
would have to apply for a 
zoo licence at more than 
£400 plus vet inspection 


fees. 

“If we had had to pay 
such a bill it would really 
have hurt our finances, but 
we carried out research 
which showed that we 
could possibly get dispen¬ 
sation under the Zoo Li¬ 
censing Act to continue as 


yearly inspection to avoid 
having to pay the licence. 

“We then went back to 
the council, the council did 
their own investigation 
and not only agreed that 
we were eligible for the 
dispensation but they even 
applied for it for us! 

“We are now waiting to 
hear from the Department 
for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs whether or 
not our appeal for dispen¬ 
sation has been success¬ 
ful.” 

Fancys is a hugely popu¬ 
lar free attraction on the is¬ 


land which displays the 
only registered flock of 
Portland sheep, donkeys, 
goats, chickens, ducks and 
pigs as well as the parrot, 
wallabies and tortoises. 

Su said: “We are very 
hopeful that we will get 
that dispensation in the 
next few weeks which will 
secure our future. 

“Hopefully all authori¬ 
ties are now happy with 
our status and will let us 
carry on educating the 
many children who come 
here to see our animals.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
licensing committee mem¬ 
ber Councillor Kevin Hod- 
der welcomed the news 
and said: “The way ahead 
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now seems like a sensible 
way forward for everyone. 

“It enables Fancys to 
continue without facing an 
enormous fee and every¬ 
one is happy.” 
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JEMMA THOMPSON moved to Bridport aged just 
a few months old when her grandfather became 
stand-in vicar for the Powerstock Parish. 

Studying art in Liverpool and signwriting in 
Devon, but always calling Bridport home, Jemma 
went on to design and paint many of the signs in 
the town, including shop signs for Lula, Get 
Stuffed, Bella's Cake Shop, Cornucopia and the 
Red Brick Cafe sign in the Rope Walks car park, as 
well as restoring the Coats of Arms in the Town 
Hall, and gilding the weather vane on its dome. 

In 2012 Jemma was attacked by a man wielding 
a hammer while walking on Langdon Hill, an 
event she describes as a turning point in her life. 
She has publicly expressed sympathy for her at¬ 
tacker. 


• WHAT made you take up animal portraits? 

I started taking animal portraits commissions after drawing 
my first boyfriend's dog in 1992. The picture was a bit of a 
hit with friends, who then asked me to draw their dogs. It 
has been that way since then. I have been commissioned 
to draw sheep, and a chinchilla, as well as horses, cats and 
dogs. I'd like to have some farm animal commissions, that’d 
be great. 

• HOW did you get into signwriting? 

I got into traditional signwriting in 1999, having finished 
my art foundation course in Liverpool and not really know¬ 
ing where to go next. I came home and saw Colin Grainger 
up a ladder in South Street painting 12" high letters on a 
shop fascia. I drew up the courage to ask if I could have a 
go as it looked beautiful. Colin very kindly allowed me to 
go up the ladder and fill in some of his outlined letters. 

The signwriter's brush has huge long soft sable hairs and 
was so wonderful to use. I asked him if I could work with 
him, but he sadly declined as he only had enough work for 
a one man business. 

But he marked out my name on a piece of wood, gave 
me a brush and some paint and asked me to start with that. 
I then went to South Devon College to train on the last tra¬ 
ditional signwriting course in the UK where I won an award 
for being the best signwriter in 30 years. 

I was super keen and a real perfectionist at the time. 
Thankfully I am somewhat more relaxed now. 

• WHAT are the signs you most admire? 

Those which speak of an educated human hand and eye. 
Those that have light brushstrokes, a clear simple well 
spaced layout, and colours which are easily read and speak 
to the reader at the necessary different volume. 

Strangely enough, they are the ones that look so simple, 
like nothing has gone into them. But to achieve that has 
taken years and years of practice and an intuitive under¬ 
standing of a natural, aesthetic, readable balance, which a 
computer cannot achieve. 



• IS THERE a type of sign you dislike? 

I'm not too keen on vinyl, plastics and fabricated signs, 
mainly due to ecological reasons, but also due to the fact 
they are often produced by computer programs and some¬ 
times people who have had no training. They have bred a 
huge wave of badly designed impersonal ugly signage 
across the world. 
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• HOW has the hammer attack affected you? 

In many ways it has been a great turning point. Having had 
such a huge head injury like that, I am much more alert and 
consciously awake now, rather than dreamy eyed reflective 
art student, irresponsibly daydreaming her life away. I now 
have a much healthier attitude towards life, knowing that 
it could disappear or be taken from me at any moment. 

• AND it has affected how you react to paints? 

Yes, I am investigating finding ecological paints to use for 
my signs, as the good old treacle type stuff I use at the mo¬ 
ment is highly toxic for me as well as the planet. 

It even states on the tin that it can cause, cancer, birth de¬ 
fects and reproductive issues and attacks your immune sys¬ 
tem. 

A lot of household items have similar warnings but we 
tend to ignore them. But post attack, my body is much 
more sensitive to anything 'attacking its system', so a 
healthier attitude and sense of balance all-round has come 
from it. Hopefully it is the same for him too but I don't 
know. 


• IF YOU could write one sign that sums up your view 
on life, what would it be? 

I think it would read'Common Sense'on a deep green base, 
a block round hand letter with a soft yellow face, a gilt re¬ 
flection on the bottom and a light blue shadow to express 
a 'middle of the road' type of understanding, and that we 
are all responsible for where we are at. 

• WHAT objects do you always carry with you? 

Whatever book I am into at the time. More recently I have 
started carrying a sketch book and pencil with me again. 

• WHAT is your earliest memory? 

Sitting on a potty, in the sun, next to our garden pond in 
Victoria Grove, transfixed by a ladybird crawling over the 
back of my hand. 

• WHO has inspired you most in your life? 

Pat Bowcock of Ourganics in Litton Cheney has to be right 
up there on the wall of super inspiring people. She has 
given so much to me and to the local community by her 
ethical, self-sufficient, sustainable philosophy. 

Just by the way that she lives on her smallholding, work¬ 
ing with the community and her responsible attitude to¬ 
wards life around her in general is hugely inspiring. 

My family too of course. They have been an amazing sup¬ 
port this past year and we have a much greater sense of to¬ 
getherness post the attack than I have ever known.

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Parking changes backed by council 


FREE overnight stays and a first hour charge slashed 
from £1.30 to just 80 pence are among major parking 
changes backed by councillors for Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

Other measures include replacing ageing pay-and-dis- 
play machines, introducing new pay options including 
pay-by-phone and a range of new permits for selected 
groups of motorists including town centre workers. 

Taxi drivers will be able to park free between jobs in 
selected car parks, £25 shoppers’ permits will allow two 
hours free parking in the morning or afternoon and there 
are proposals for wider use of car parks such as for drive- 
in movies, car sales, venue hire and environmentally 
friendly adventure play areas. 

But there were also controversial measures put before 
a meeting of Weymouth and Portland management com¬ 
mittee including removing parking bays along Custom 
House Quay, a loss bemoaned by Oz Kanji who pre¬ 
sented a 796-signature petition against the idea which he 
urged members to reconsider. 

Guesthouse owners including Blane Hawkins were less 
than happy at a proposed hike from £70 to £100 for per¬ 
mits for guests which they said would have a detrimental 
effect on their visitors particularly the elderly and infirm. 
Councillor Joy Stanley said the increase might even 
“cripple” smaller guesthouses. 

But Weymouth and Portland Chamber of Commerce 
president Mark Blunden backed all key proposals as “an¬ 
other step towards revival” and said it was a sign saying:

“Welcome to Weymouth and Portland. We are open for 
business”. 

Transport spokesman Councillor Christine James intro¬ 
duced the proposals which she said were “comprehen¬ 
sive, feasible and sustainable”, adding they should not be 
“cherry-picked” but taken as a whole. 

She also warned that the measures were not “done and 
dusted” as talks were needed with Dorset County Council 
while the question of permits was something “we need 
to discuss and perhaps look at again”. 

An important aspect of councillors’ approval was their 
grant of delegated authority to parking head Chris Graves 
to make any necessary refinements to recommendations 
approved by the meeting. 

That ongoing development of parking proposals will 
have to take on board talks with DCC on August 5th in¬ 
cluding on-street parking. 

County sent management’s meeting an eleventh-hour 
letter which claimed they had not been consulted about 
the parking proposals and felt they promoted car journeys 
into Weymouth town centre and “undermined the use of 
public transport”. 

But Councillor Ian Roebuck said county’s opinion was 
“viewed from their lens and not from the point of the 


wider view of the town”, adding that the proposals were 
“an essential part of the economics of the town” and it 
was important to accept them as a whole while constantly 
reviewing them. 

Councillor Andy Blackwood welcomed the parking 
revolution and said there was “no way the proposals will 
please everyone in every respect”, but Weymouth and 
Portland had to have DCC “working with us” and he was 
concerned they claimed not to have been consulted. 

He urged a clear review timetable to keep tabs on how 
parking changes were doing and a report six months after 
the new parking proposals are implemented was dis¬ 
cussed. 

Acting chairman Councillor Peter Chapman said the 
proposals were “comprehensive” and were not something 
which had been “drawn up on the back of a fag packet”. 

He hoped they would increase parking use and footfall 
and reduce penalties and he said: “This is going to be a 
rolling process. We will listen, we will tweak. It is not 
going to be perfect from day one, but we will change if 
necessary.” 

The proposals will now be subject to further consulta¬ 
tions, including possible changes to parking restrictions 
having to be advertised for public comment or objection 
under the statutory process. 

If objections are received in respect of those advertise¬ 
ments they would have to be considered by the council’s 
Planning and Traffic Committee which would decide 
whether or not the proposal should be proceeded with. 


Celebration of sport to mark Olympic anniversary 



■ CELEBRATING the festival 


RESIDENTS and visitors will be able to enjoy a festi¬ 
val of sport this summer when Weymouth and Portland 
council and partners host the 2013 Dorset Festival of 
Sport. 

The event will mark the first anniversary of the Lon¬ 
don 2012 Olympic and Paralympic sailing events in the 
borough. 

It will be held from Saturday, July 27th to Monday, 
August 5th and will include a two-day sports arena, a 
disability sports day, a team sports day, a fun day, the 
Battens Charity Volleyball Championship, the RAF 
Beach Volleyball Classic and fireworks. 

There will be beach volleyball, beach tennis and table 
tennis as well as kayaking and stand-up paddle board¬ 
ing taster sessions provided by Ecover The Blue Mile 
and a mobile skate park on the Weymouth Pavilion 
forecourt for scooters and BMX bikes 

A Disability Beach Festival will be held on July 29th 
including seated volleyball and boccia to pay tribute to 
the Paralympic Games. 

The festival will also see youth football and rugby 
played on the beach, Weymouth College will stage a 
day of water sports and youth team sports and top play¬ 
ers will compete in the 30th RAF Weymouth Beach 
Classic championship will be held from August lst-4th. 

County sports manager Dave Franks said: “The fes¬ 
tival allows people to taste a variety of land and water 
sports to perhaps find a new interest and improve the 
health. 

“July 27th is also the first anniversary of the Olympic 
sailing events starting in Weymouth and Portland and 
we hope people give us as much support as we had last 
year when thousands came down to the beach to enjoy 
our attractions.” 

Team Dorset Challenge co-ordinator Vikki Harman 
said: “We want to encourage people to pursue more 
sport as part of our campaign to improve people’s 
health. Sport and health go hand in hand and this festi¬ 


val will do a lot to boost community health.” 

Weymouth and Portland community facilities 
spokesman Councillor Andy Blackwood said: “The pro¬ 
gramme this year has been scaled back in comparison 
with last year due to funding but it will still be a fantastic 
opportunity for people to have a go at sports or cheer on 
as a spectator. We want to keep the sporting legacy of 
the Games going.” 

Many Dorset based organisations will be taking part 
in the Festival including Weymouth College, Weymouth 
Swimming Pool, Redlands Sports Hub, Osprey Leisure 
Centre, Active Dorset and Dorset County Council. 

County cabinet public health and community services 
spokesman Peter Finney said: “It is great to be able to 
continue the work started for the Olympics and Para¬ 
lympics. I’d encourage everyone, regardless of ability 


or age, to take part and enjoy.” 

Active Dorset chief executive Martin Kimberley said: 
“We are delighted that so many of the partners who 
helped deliver the successful sports arena on Weymouth 
Beach during the Olympic and Paralympic period have 
come together again for the Dorset Festival of Sport 
2013 which will again offer free have-a-go sessions for 
a number of sports.” 

As well as these sporting events, residents and visitors 
to the beach this summer will be greeted by the welcome 
return of one of last year’s biggest successes the Am¬ 
bassadors. They will be on hand during the ten day fes¬ 
tival, giving information about what is happening each 
day and about the area to visitors.

Men arrested following fight 

SIX men have been arrested after a big fight in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Police say the arrests followed an incident where 
three men were allegedly assaulted during the fight 
in Bond Street with the clash continuing on to 
Maiden Street. 

Officers said reports indicated that the incident at 
about 2.05am on Tuesday, July 2nd, initially started 
when three men were asked to leave the Lazy Lizard 
pub, events escalating into a fight between seven 
people. 

A 37-year-old Weymouth man suffered a minor 
head injury, but was knocked unconscious for a short 
time. 

Detective Constable Peter Gray, of Weymouth CID, 
said:"This incident took place in the early hours of the 
morning. 

"I am appealing for witnesses to the incident to con¬ 
tact Dorset Police in confidence, in particular anyone 
who saw the alleged disturbance start on Bond 
Street. 

"I am also keen to speak with anyone who may have 
further information about the incident to help me es¬ 
tablish exactly what happened." 

Four Weymouth men, one aged 30 and the other 
three aged 23, an 18-year-old man from Dorchester, 
and a 20-year-old Bridport man have all been ar¬ 
rested in relation to this incident and bailed until 
early August. 

Tunnel re-opens week early 

WEYMOUTH'S Wyke Road Tunnel has re-opened one 
week ahead of schedule. 

The tunnel, which carries the Rodwell Trail under 
Wyke Road, closed for repair in May this year. 

A diversion route was put in place so that contrac¬ 
tors could carry out repairs including fixing a perma¬ 
nent drainage layer to the tunnel walls, applying a 
sprayed concrete lining to the inside of the tunnel 
and connecting the new drainage layer to new 
drainage channels and soakaways. 

The tunnel is now open to Rodwell Trail users and 
contractors will be visiting the site over the coming 
weeks to work on the finishing stages of the project, 
including the installation of new lighting inside the 
tunnel.

Funding to encourage wildlife careers 


WILDLIFE Trusts in Dorset, 
Devon, Somerset, and Wiltshire 
have received initial support for a 
£829,200 bid from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) under its Skills 
for the Future programme for their 
Wild Futures project. 

The project aims to attract more 
people from disadvantaged back¬ 
grounds to the conservation work¬ 
force. 

The bid will also include those in 
transitional phases of their lives and 
careers, helping to develop the 
skills and knowledge required to 
pursue a career in nature conserva¬ 
tion. 


Development funding of £9,600 
has also been awarded to help 
Wildlife Trusts in Devon, Dorset, 
Somerset and Wiltshire work to¬ 
gether to progress their plans to 
apply for a full grant at a later date. 

Wild Futures will provide new ca¬ 
reer opportunities for people from a 
wide range of backgrounds, espe¬ 
cially young people. 

Working in partnership the four 
wildlife trusts will deliver a total of 
48 training placements over a three- 
year period, 12 in each county con¬ 
sisting of a combination of 
work-based training and accredited 


training in specific skills. 

Trainees will receive training in: 
Wildlife Survey, Monitoring and 
Management Planning; Volunteer 
and Community Engagement; Prac¬ 
tical Conservation Skills. 

Director of Operations for Dorset 
Wildlife Trust, Brian Bleese said: 
“The Heritage Lottery funded Wild 
Futures project will make a huge 
contribution to the skills and 
knowledge available in the nature 
conservation workforce in Dorset. 

“It will also provide opportunities 
for dedicated individuals to take 
their first steps towards an interest¬ 
ing and rewarding career.” 


Riders raise £1,500 for Weldmar Hospice 


WELDMAR Hospicecare Trust held a pony ride 
around the Crichel Estate near Wimborne, raising 
more than £1,500 from 80 riders.

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Senior positions axed as council try to save £1 million 


SENIOR positions are to be axed as Weymouth and Port¬ 
land and West Dorset’s partnership working tries to save 
an extra £lmillion on top of £2million already saved. 

When the two councils originally joined forces to try 
and save money there were two chief executives, eight 
directors or general managers and 47 third tier managers. 

Phase ne saw this cut to one chief executive, four di¬ 
rectors and just 16 service managers. 

Now a meeting of Weymouth and Portland’s manage¬ 
ment committee has backed further savings being made 
which will see one director and five service managers 
lose their jobs to leave one chief executive, three directors 
and ten service managers, one service manager having 
transferred to the Dorset Waste Partnership. 

The new structure will save £525,000 annually and is a 
key element of an overall phase two savings target of 
£1 million per annum. 

Tributes were paid to hard-working staff under “severe 
pressure” in the current financial climate and chief exec- 
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utive David Clarke said all savings proposals were “to 
protect front line services as far as possible”. 

Councillor Andy Blackwood regretted that the council 
had been forced into adopting these changes and struc¬ 
tures “which are probably not more efficient”, adding that 
this was “not the end of the story”. 

He said the authority faced actually having to do even 
more, perhaps savings of nine or ten per cent per year, 
and he questioned how many more savings could be 
made before “front line services are hugely affected”. It 
couldn’t go on year after year, he said. 

Mr Clarke warned that there was a current campaign to 
look at each service provided by the authority “and it 
won’t be long before we are asking members if they are 
happy with those services”. 


The next big step would be where the partnership went 
from there including what duties might be shouldered by 
town and parish councils. 

Mr Clarke said that talks would be needed with the pub¬ 
lic on which services they valued and, even with a very 
flexible workforce, “none of this is going to be easy”. 

Mr Blackwood warned that the council could not con¬ 
tinue to absorb cuts in funding in terms of staffing and 
would soon have to make “some very hard decisions 
about the level of services we provide for the public”. 

Finance chief Jason Vaughan warned that the council 
“can’t just keep on cutting” and that “things have got to 
change” while acting chairman Councillor Peter Chap¬ 
man said the council’s room to manoeuvre was getting 
smaller and smaller and “we really do have to think long 
and hard about every penny and pound”. 

The meeting then agreed to note the proposed new sen¬ 
ior management structure for the shared services partner¬ 
ship and to await a report into its implications.

“Board directors will help support the 
BID to deliver the business plan, moni¬ 
tor its progress and performance and to 
help make strategic decisions to achieve 
aims and ambitions.

“By not granting their request for an 
advance the BID might be delayed for a 
couple of months.” 

He added that he felt the BID was 
“very, very exciting for the town centre” 
and he recommended colleagues to 
grant the advance, members unani¬ 
mously approving the money.

D orset county 
Hospital’s volun¬ 
teer-run Ridgeway 
Radio has celebrated a 
milestone with the 100th 
edition of the nostalgia 
programme Turn Up The 
Wireless. 

The programme is on air 
between 2.45pm and 4pm, 
presented by Heather Fos¬ 
ter and Brian Wills. Brian 
plays music from past 
decades, most of which 
would have been on Pick 
of The Pops; there’s a 
Glenn Miller lost record¬ 
ings slot; features on vin¬ 
tage comedy, radio 
portraits of broadcasters of 
the past and much more. 

The programme is just 
one of many which the sta¬ 
tion produces with its ded¬ 
icated band of volunteers 
and a history stretching 
back more than 45 years. 

Ridgeway Radio is the 
successor to several other 
hospital stations in the area 
which all began back in 
September 1966 as the 
Dorchester Hospital 
Broadcasting Society. 

The station is run by a 
team of volunteers who in¬ 
clude presenters, ward vis¬ 
itors and technicians. 
Some of these are new to 
broadcasting, but some 
have been involved since 
the early days of local hos¬ 
pital radio in the area.

Formerly West Dorset 
Hospital Radio, the Sta¬ 
tion’s name now reflects 
the amalgamation of main 
hospital services of Wey¬ 
mouth and Dorchester 
Hospitals, following com¬ 
pletion of phase two of the 
present hospital, “Ridge¬ 
way” being the name of 
the hill between the two 
towns. 

When the main depart¬ 
ments moved from Wey¬ 
mouth and District 
Hospital to the new Dorset 
County Hospital, Radio 
Shambles - the long-run¬ 
ning and much-liked hos¬ 
pital radio service in 
Weymouth - closed and 
donated its equipment and 
record library to Ridgeway 
Radio, along with many of 
its members. 

The existing Ridgeway 
Radio is now an amalga¬ 
mation of four former sta¬ 
tions - including another 
local service at Herrison 
Hospital, for psychiatric 
patients, now also redevel¬ 
oped. 

“Our aim is to entertain 
the patient with friendly 
chat with record requests 
from their relatives and 
friends and provide a link 
to the outside world 


through items of local go¬ 
ings-on and live Outside 
Broadcasts,” said Peter 
Foster from the station. 

In addition to studio- 
based programmes from 
the hospital the team pro¬ 
duce regular outside 
broadcasts, include the 
Dorchester Fun Run, 
Dorchester Carnival and 
Dorchester Agricultural 
Show. 


Notable amongst these 
has been the visit of Her 
Majesty The Queen who 
officially opened phase 
two in 1998, thus com¬ 
pleting a task begun by 
HRH Prince Charles who 
had opened phase one 
some years earlier. 

Patients can hear Ridge¬ 
way Radio on the default 
radio channel of the Hos- 
pedia, the bedside media 
system on channel one, 
and can phone the studio 
directly on *800. 

All radio is free but, in 


order to listen, patients 
need to register with Hos- 
pedia first using the tele¬ 
phone on the bedside 
entertainment unit and 
giving their name and 
postcode. This is a quick 
and simple process.

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Safe house for abused women opens in Weymouth Funding for Ridgeway project

FIVE families can now be offered a new life after The 
Hamlet was opened in Weymouth. 

The secret site offers women who have suffered do¬ 
mestic abuse a half way house after initial help at West 
Dorset Women’s Refuge (WDWR) in Dorchester, but 
before they return to independent life. 

The Hamlet helps them along that road by providing 
five flats for women and any children they may have 
so they can take their next step towards independence. 

This facility has been made possible by joint work¬ 
ing between Raglan Housing, Magna Housing Group, 
which provided the site, and Weymouth and Portland 
council which is providing £14,000 annual funding to 
run it. 

Raglan will manage the facility and the support 
workers will be the same as those at the WDWR, giv¬ 
ing continuity of care support to the women living 
there. 

Pauline Collier, who manages both sites, said: “For 
a number of years at the West Dorset Women’s Refuge 
we have wanted some form of follow on accommo¬ 
dation to help women gain more independence before 
finding a permanent home of their own. 

“By working with the Friends of Weymouth Refuge, 
which had been campaigning since 2010 for the refuge 
in Weymouth to be reinstated, and Magna Housing 
Group, we have been able to develop five much 
needed flats. 

“More support is also provided through fundraising 
and other efforts by the Friends, now known as the 
Friends of the Hamlet. 

“The Hamlet will help five women become more in¬ 
dependent but still with some support from WDWR 
which houses about 40 such women per year at Dorch¬ 
ester. 

“Sadly we have to turn away about 250 women, so 
these new flats are pretty vital to help us free up space

at the refuge in Dorchester.” 

Helping open the refuge was Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Mayor and Mayoress, Councillors Ray Banham 
and Pam Nixon. 

Mr Banham said: “This is a very important facility 


and the council is providing £14,000 per year to sup¬ 
port it. 

“This will help ensure that The Hamlet can continue 
with its vital work, helping women to move forward 
with their lives.” 


PEOPLE living in West Dorset, Weymouth and Port¬ 
land will be better able to enjoy, learn about and care 
for the surrounding countryside thanks to a grant of 
nearly £2million from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF). 

The South Dorset Ridgeway Landscape Partnership, 
made up of 14 local organisations led by the Dorset 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB), is to de¬ 
liver a range of activity over the next five years includ¬ 
ing support for landowners to help wildlife, such as 
butterflies and Grey Partridge; create better access to 
the high ground of the Ridgeway so that more peo¬ 
ple can enjoy the views; an exciting events pro¬ 
gramme including 'Inside Out Dorset' in 2014; help 
for schools to use the landscape as an 'outside class¬ 
room'; cutting edge digital media projects to fire the 
imagination and breathing life back into local song 
and traditional crafts. 

Andy Foot, Chairman of the Dorset AONB Partner¬ 
ship and local farmer, said: "This landscape has been 
shaped by people that have lived and farmed here 
for 6,000 years. The challenge for us is how we will 
shape it for the future. The South Dorset Ridgeway 
Landscape Partnership Scheme provides abundant 
opportunities for the people who live and work here 
to enjoy this landscape, feel pride in it and make their 
own contribution to ensure this place retains its spe¬ 
cial character in a changing, modern world." 

The first opportunities to get involved will start later 
this summer, to find out more visit South Dorset 
Ridgeway Partnership website, Twitter:@LandBone- 
Stones.

Dorset Regiment Association leads 
Menin Gate ceremony in Belgium 


Fifty six members of the Dorset Regi¬ 
ment Association have returned from 
Belgium on a tour of First World War 
battlefields in memory of the Dorset¬ 
shire men who fought and died there. 

The highlight of the trip for the group 
was to take the lead at the daily Last 
Post Ceremony at the Menin Gate. 

Curator of the Keep Military Museum 
Capt (Retd) Colin Parr MBE, said: 
“Standards from Dorchester, Wey¬ 
mouth, Sherborne, Bridport, Blandford, 
Gillingham, Bournemouth and Poole 
and London were all present - led by the 
Standard of The Rifles Association in 
Dorset. 

“There were more than 800 people at 
the remembrance - numbers reflected 
most evenings at this moving cere¬ 
mony. People from all nations were 
present - our old soldiers were ap¬ 
proached by people from Canada and 
Australia as well as many from Euro¬ 
pean countries.” 

During the week-long tour the group 
travelled around the salient from 
Nieuwpoort in the north to Passchen- 
daele, Zillebeke (Hill 60), Messines and 
Ploegsteert (Plug street Wood). 

“The objective was to visit some of 
the places that Dorsetshire men fought 
during the Great War. Many lost their 
lives in battles all over the salient some 


killed in action, many wounded some 
dying of wounds, and of course many 
returning home after the war.” said Cap¬ 
tain Parr. 

“The Keep Military Museum organ¬ 
ised the trip and special thanks go to 
Major (Retd) Nick Speakman. Nick is 
a lead volunteer at the museum. The 
museum is keen to encourage more vol¬ 
unteers to help in a number of areas. It 
could be for a day, a morning or an af¬ 
ternoon a week, everything helps in the 
lead up to the Great War Centenary” he 
added. 

In addition the Keep is very keen to 
hear from fa mil ies whose ancestors 
served in the Dorsets, the Devons, The 
Dorset Yeomanry or the 52nd Siege 
Battery, Royal Garrison Artillery during 
the Great War and those women who 
worked in the hospitals in Europe and 
at home. Where possible the museum 
would like to commemorate some of 
these men and women during the cen¬ 
tenary.

can be held will be affected.

•Place of death. 

• Occupation. 

• Maiden name. 

• List of pension and benefits from public 
funds.

• Date of birth of surviving spouse. 

• Occupation of surviving spouse. 

• Deceased spouse name. 

• Deceased spouse date of death. 


GRIEF is quite common and is the normal internal 
feeling one experiences in reaction to a loss, while be¬ 
reavement is the state of having experienced that loss. 

The potential negative effects of a grief reaction can 
be significant and are often aggravated by grief trig¬ 
gers, events that remind the bereaved individual of 
their loved one, or the circumstances surrounding 
their loss. 

The risk factors for experiencing more serious symp¬ 
toms of grief for a longer period of time are related to 
the survivor's own physical and emotional health be¬ 
fore the loss, the relationship between the bereaved 
and their family member or other loved one, as well 
as related to the nature of the death. 

Bereaved individuals who feel the death of their 
loved one is unexpected may be at greater risk for suf¬ 
fering from major depression, post traumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD), or prolonged grief. 

The seven emotional stages of grief are shock or dis¬ 
belief, denial, bargaining, guilt, anger, depression, and 
acceptance/hope. 

To assess grief, a health caregiver usually asks ques¬ 
tions to assess what symptoms the individual is suffer¬ 
ing from, then considers whether he or she is suffering 
from normal grief, prolonged grief, or some other issue. 

Coping tips for grieving include the bereaved indi¬ 
vidual's caring for his or herself through continuing 
nutritious and regular eating habits, getting extra rest, 
and communicating with surviving loved ones. 

Consulting with solicitors or other legal experts is 
advisable when either planning for or managing the 
legal matters associated with a death. 

Some of the major legal issues involved with dying 
include the person's right to have informed consent 
to receive or refuse treatment, advance directives and 
making funeral arrangements.

The 22,752 SEAT cars registered between Jan¬ 
uary and June 2013, according to SMMT figures 
just published, are a half-year company record. 
The number eclipses SEAT'S previous half-year 
record, set in 2012, by 18.6%. 

In addition, the 4,428 SEAT cars registered in 
June is a 29% sales jump compared to the com¬ 
pany's previous record June, also in 2012. 

According to SMMT figures the UK market is 
buoyant, with June sales up 13.3% and half year 
sales up 10.2% compared to 2012 - yet SEAT'S 
figures trump both of those. 

The sales spike can be attributed in part to the 
model offensive that SEAT has undertaken since 
the start of 2012, comprising the introduction of 
three brand new models - Mii,Toledo and Leon 
- and significant revisions to the Ibiza, including 
a new flagship Ibiza Cupra. 

SEAT UK Director Neil Williamson said:"Within 
the last few days we've picked up the coveted 
Auto Express Car of the Year award for the Leon 
five-door, launched the stunning Leon SC in the 
UK, and broken our half-year sales record...

DORCHESTER Town have agreed 
terms for the transfer of Kieffer 
Moore to Championship side Yeovil 
Town. 

Subject to the striker passing a 
medical and agreeing personal 
terms, Moore will officially join the 
Glovers this week where he has 
been training and was given special 
dispensation by the Magpies to 
play a part in Yeovil's first pre-sea- 
son friendly at Poole Town last Sat¬ 
urday where he scored the opening 
goal. 

Magpies manager Phil Simkin has 
always been resigned to the former 
Truro City player moving on, believ¬ 
ing that he was destined for much 
higher things. 

"I believe he's destined to be a 
million pound player in the next 
two seasons. There's every chance 
he will. He's a 6'4" striker that can 
score goals and is quick." 

It was the county town boss who 
spotted his talent at the turn of the 


year, where despite scoring 13 
goals for the Tinmen no one ap¬ 
peared to have noticed him. 

As with Ben Dickenson, who 
Simkin spotted at Christchurch and 
brought to the Avenue before sell¬ 
ing him to Brighton & Hove Albion 
he saw the potential almost imme¬ 
diately. 

"I knew within 20 minutes of see¬ 
ing him in a trial on New Year's Day 
that he had the ability. 

"He's on a separate development 
programme at Yeovil the moment; 
think what he is going to be like 
with full-time training?" 

Although Moore has been train¬ 
ing with Charlton Athletic and was 
interesting Bolton Wanderers 
among others, his chances of play¬ 
ing are increased by the fact that 
the Glovers squad is relatively small.
